Hew  Athletic  Conference 
Includes  Four  Skyliners, 
Arizona’s  Join  League 

Brigham  Young  University  is  part  of  a new  athletic 
alignment  approved  Saturday  by  the  presidents  of  the  six 
member  universities  meeting  in  Salt  Lake  City.  The  Cats’ 
foes  in  the  new  setup  are  Utah,  Wyoming,  New  Mexico, 
Arizona  and  Arizona  State. 

ALL  EXCEPT  ARIZONA  and  Arizona  State  were  mem- 
bers of  the  Skyline  Conference.  Missing  from  the  new  league 
are  Utah  State  University,  Colorado  State  University  and 
Montana  State  University.  Denver  U.  had  dropped  inter- 
collegiate football  several  months  ago,  so  was  naturally  not 
considered. 

“Improved  scholastic  standards”  was  the  key  to  the 
formation  of  the  new  conference,  the  presidents’  statement 
said. 

JUST  HOW  SOON  the  new  conference  will  go  into  op- 
eration depends  upon  the  football  schedules,  signed  for  five 
years  in  advance  on  the  part  of  most  schools. 

However,  the  transition  need  not  take  that  long,  since 
the  four  old  Skyline  schools  already  have  football  and  bas- 
ketball dates  signed  for  the  future  and  several  have  been 
meeting  one  or  both  of  the  Arizona  schools  in  one  or  both 
of  the  major  sports  events. 

IT  IS  EXPECTED  that  the  Utah  Aggies,  even  though 
not  included  in  the  original  Big  Six  League,  will  play  several 
of  the  conference  members,  especially  Utah,  BYU  and  Wyo- 
ming, in  football  and  basketball  in  the  coming  years. 

Although  the  presidents’  statement  said  nothing  about 
future  expansion  of  this  nucleus,  it  was  mentioned  at  pre- 
vious meetings  that  progress  could  admit  “other  universities” 
later. 

Saturday’s  meeting  was  the  seventh  on  the  subject  of  re- 
alignment. They  began  in  January,  1960,  in  New  York,  on 
the  athletic  director  level.  Then,  in  January  in  Salt  Lake 
City,  the  university  presidents  had  their  first  official  dis- 
cussion of  the  realignment.

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Photograph 
Does  Story 
In  Wye  Mag

“I  didn’t  have  to  go  out  look- 
ing lor  pictures,  because  there 
were  hundreds  of  them  on  every 
street  corner,”  said  Rell  G. 
Francis,  author  of  the  photo 
essay,  “San  Miguel,”  featured 
in  the  1961  Wye  Magazine. 

Mr.  Francis,  a graduate  stu- 
dent in  art  at  B YU,  spent  six 
weeks  in  Mexico  last  summer 
attending  classes  at  Institute  Al- 
lende,  an  American  taught  art 
school  in  San  Miguel  de  Allende, 
Guanajuato,  Mexico. 

“SAN  MIGUEL”  is  a series  of 
candid  pictures  taken  in  this 
picturesque  and  primitive  Indi- 
an village.  He  said  he  would  sta- 
tion himself  on  a busy  corner  in 
the  market  place  and  snap  pic- 
tures, not  letting  the  people 
know  they  were  being  photo- 
graphed. 

“I  was  concerned  in  getting 
design,  feeling  and  emotional 
content  in  the  pictures,”  said 
Francis.  “When  you  can  capture 
these,  not  posed,  it  is  the  most 
stimulating  part  of  photog- 
raphy." 

IN  TAKING  the  candid  shots, 
Francis  said  that  he  usually  pre- 
tended to  be  waiting  for  some- 
one, or  just  simple  transporting 
his  camera  around  his  neck.  He 
said  he  hardly  ever  used  the 
view  finder  on  his  Roliflex,  and 
many  times  took  pictures  from 
the  side  or  even  when  not  fac- 
ing the  subjects.  “Some  of  the 
people  have  grown  to  dislike 
Americans  for  taking  pictures,” 
he  said.  “This  way  I feel  I didn’t 
offend  the  people.” 

HE  ALSO  said'  that  the  typi- 
cal tourist  in  Mexico  is  merciless 
in  taking  pictures,  and  if  you 
asked  for  a picture  many  people 
would  feel  insulted.  The  main 
thing  to  do,  according  to  Fran- 
cis, is  to  represent  the  person, 
not  misrepresent  him  which  is 
very  easy  to  do  with  a posed 
photograph. 

The  candid  photograph,  ac- 
cording to  Francis,  is  “the  mo- 
ment captured,  never  was  and 
never  again.”  This  type  of  pho- 
tograph may  be  more  percep- 
tive. 

“I  looked  to  capture  the  ex- 
pressive moments,  and  had  to 
learn  to  snap  the  picture  at  the 
right  time,”  he  said. 

“IT  IS  JUST  as  hard  to  make 
a good  photograph  as  it  is  to 
make  a good  water  color  paint- 
ing,” he  said.  “That  is  why  I was 
more  interested  in  getting  the 
real  thing.  I wanted  to  try  to 
capture  the  activities  of  the 
Mexican  people  in  their  every- 
day life.” 

Mr.  Francis  said  he  got  inter- 
ested in  photography  through 
his  seventh  grade  art  teacher, 
Glen  Turner,  who  is  now  an  art 
instructor  at  Brigham  Young 
University.
